When A Government 


Cannot Govern 


An Editorial 


HE legislature of Alberta on Tuesday presented the 
amazing spectacle of a Minister of the Crown and two 
Supporters of the Government rising in their places to de- 
clare that parliamentary government in Alberta has 
broken down, 


That is the sum and substance of the doleful deliver- 
ances of Hon, George Hoadley, Mr. Milton C. McKeen, 
member for Lac Ste. Anne and deputy speaker of the 
house, and Mr. W. H. Shields, member for Macleod. 


Confessions of these gentlemen that the present legis- 
lature has reached a state of hopeless impotence is all too 
true. That has been apparent to the public for two years 
or more. The remedy for the situation has also been ap- 
parent—alike to the public and to the Government. These 
belated admissions of mental bankruptcy are nothing but 
a valedictory chant on the part of an administration whose 
days are numbered and which would have passed long ago 
had the electors been permitted to pronounce judgment 


upon it. 


It is not parliamentary government that has broken 
down in Alberta, but leadership. For three years the 
Government of this province has been nothing more than 
a collecting agency, extracting money from the pockets of 
ruined farmers and wage-earners and handing it over to 
pay exorbitant bond-interest rates which the Ministers 
have made no discoverable attempt to reduce. 


Now, with the distracted public driven into confusion 
by creeping despair, the message is broadcast on the eve 
of a general election that free and representative govern- 
ment is a failure, and should be replaced by something 
else-—anything else that would leave the thoroughly dis- 
credited ministry a chance to hang onto power and the 
perquisites of office, or a chance to vacate without the 
humiliation of being disastrously defeated on its record. 


When a Government has reached the place where it 
does not know how to deal with the problems of the day— 
as the Government of Alberta admittedly has—the proper 
course for it to take is to resign or call a general election. 
That the Government of Alberta should have done long 
ago. 


What will follow is not a matter in which the Govern- 
ment need concern itself. The people of Alberta are quite 
capable of taking care of themselves, and they will do it 
through the instrumentality of parliamentary govern- 
ment, All they ask of the wailing philosophers who com- 
pose and support the present Ministry is that they bring 
on the elections without further delay.

The common cold, or acute coryza, is really 
% big problem in North America today for it is 
still much of a mystery from a scientific stand- 
point, as well as a problem from an economic 
standpoint. Probably more days are lost from 
work because of colds than from any other dis- 
order. There are many theories as to the cause 
of colds, but, when one tries to catch a cold ex- 
perimentally, the chances are 
that no cold will result. It is 
true that certain germs may 
be found in the discharge 
from the nose during a cold, 
but these germs may also be 
found when a cold is not pres- 
ent for they are constantly 
entering the nose and unusu- 
ally are promptly expelled or 
their action destroyed. 

If you have a cold, you will 
probably have as many cures 
Suggested to you as you have friends and yet, 
after the first few days, the cold runs along its 
appointed way regardless of anything you may 
do, until it finally clears up and disappears after 
about eight or ten days. 

A cold produces acute discomfort because 
the swollen tender tissues in the nose interfere 
with the three most important functions of the 
nose, such as smelling, breathing and vocal re- 
sonance. It is unpleasant not to be able to dis- 
tinguish odors because most of the finer flavors 
of food are discerned by our olfactory appa- 
ratus. It is also unpleasant to be forced t 
breathe through the mouth and to be forced to 
speak with the curious dialect of one whose 
nose is stopped. But, if these temporary incon- 
veniences were all of the results of a cold, there 
would not need to be much cause for alarm; 
however, colds may prove dangerous to the 
health to an even greater extent for the infec- 
tion may spread in several ways. It may enter 
the frontal sinuses, causing sinus trouble. The 
infection may also travel in up the Eustachian 
tubes into the middle ear, where it may result 
in severe pain and even deafness, and the in- 
flammation may spread to the mastoid cells, 
causing mastoiditis. The inflammation also fre- 
quently extends down the throat into the lar 
or voice box, causing hoarseness, and into 
bronchial tubes, causing chronic bronchitis

Joseph Brant and had two child- 
ren, Abram Kennedy Smith and

Kerby, who was the father of 
James Kerby, builder of the 


Kerby House hotel at Brandford. 
The Six Nations Indians granted 
A. K. Smith and Margaret Kerby 
the Smith and Kerby tract con- 
taining 1,100 acres of land which, 
with 200 acres previously given to 
W. K. Smith, was the site of the 
present City of Brantford. 

No record exists of the date of 
death of John Smith the first, but 
his will was dated September 13, 
1827, and it is known that he was 
buried in the graveyard attached 
to the old Mohawk church. He 
was a true pioneer. He thoug!

Niagara, or even to York (To- 
ronto); only in his old age would 
he ride behind a horse. He was
